fuftained already the firfl Ihock of the e^nemf. 
The nomination of the Archduke Chtrles to 
the chief and uncontrouled ctmniand af tht 
refpeAive armies, has produced the tiighefl 
coiifidence in the cl^cer and foldier, and dif- 
fufed among every cUfs of Auflriaa fubjeA#, 
the moll fjnguine hopes of fuccefs. 
He pla­ 
ces himfclf at the head of that force, wherever 
it may be, which (hall be oppofed to that 
commanded by Bonaparte in perfon. 
T h t 
bighdl unanimity prevails in every province 
ot Auflria, and a cheerful fubmiflion to the 
meafùre'8, propofed by government in this im­ 
portant juni^ure, diftinguifhes the conduit 
of the peafant, as well as that of the Noble­ 
man ai J Merchant. 
The militig evince as 
much seal and ahcrity at regular corps i and 
the Hungarians, fo often the terror, and in a 
crifis aimed equilly dangerous, the l-aft prop 
of the Empire, difplay as much ardour on the 
prefent occafion, as th^y did in that memo­ 
rable one, when they Oepped forward to fup- 
port the righti of Maria Therefa, againd 
the united efforts of France, FruiCai Spain 
and Bavaria. 


The following faAs may likewife be relied 
ort. — A llrong fermfentation ekifts in Tyrol; 
and thcfe brave Mountainecrs have exhibited 
uch marks of difiiTtétion to the Bavarian Go­ 
vernment, that the greater pirt of the Bav*. 
vian troopi has been ordered, under Baron 
Von W re le , to keep them in iwe. 
Senti­ 
ment», equally favorable to thft caufe 
Au- 
ilria ia going to contend for, are manifeied, 
though not fo openly, by all the State» that 
have voluntarily enttred, or been prefiTcd, into 
the KhenilA Confederacy. 
The defertion 
from the Bavarian and Wurtemberg troops 
was fo univerfal, that it was found expedient, ; 
towards the end of la(V month, t<; remove 
them to a greater diihnce from the Auflrian 
frontiers. 
The co-cperation of Saxany in 
this iniquitous aggreilion, i« rot only dòobt* 
fui but m.iy be denied with fafety. 
And* if 
we take the moral character of the Sovereign, 
the f<cli»gs of Saxons, and the long-eflabliih- 
ed family-alliince between the two courts in­ 
to cotifidcrilion, we feel lefs hefiiation todif- 
credit the reported repiignance of that Prince 
to contribute to the overthrow of Auftria. 
The hoilils demonilrations faid to be mada 
by the King of Pruifia, may pofQblf originate 
in the fpeculatiuna and wifhea of the writers 
of thole letters, in which thry are unequivo­ 
cally mentioned : but if any political conjee- 
ture to that purpol'e majf be firmed on the 
feotimenta of the Sovereign, his illuflrious 
fpoufe, and the majority of his fu^^jefts, we 
may, confidently and boldly affert, that if 
Pruflla takes an afllive part, (he will do it in 
favor of Auftria.

It is to 
be corftT.enccd of the diameter of twenty-one feet, 
where the wail i3 to be three feet chick. The 
fo ndation wail to l>e capped with hewn flone,of 
l;:ail eight inches v/ide, flojjed to t'^tn off the water. 


The Ofiagon Pyramid of Wood, is to be good 
oak or wfiite pine Timber, without fap, and to be 
twenty feet diameter at the commencement. 
The 
height of the Pyramid is to be thirty-five feet from 
the Uone work to the floor of the Lantern, where 
ihe diameter is to be nine feet. 
The Frame to be 
covered with good inch Teaioned v»hite pine boar(h, 
feather ed^ed, over which ¡3 to be laid a good 
coat of cedar or >yhiie pine, without fap, Aiingles, 
and to be painted wiih three coats of good paint* 
the two lail of which to be white. 
There are to 
be a fufljcieni number of Windows, well glazed 
v/ith (lionggiais, with ihutters, and the prpper 
failenings. 
Stairs to lead from the lower floof to 
the Lantern,with fuitable platformb between each, 
all with platil: or double boards, and lb< Hairs and 
platforms to be guarded hy good hand railing — 
On the top of the wood work is to be framed a 
(Iroug tier of Joifls, bedded therein, twelve inchea 
deej) in ihe centre, and to be floped to fix inches at 
the eaves, to give a proper deicent for the water. 
Tbefe Juills are to be covered with good two-inch 
leaf'uned white oak plank, extending one foot be> 
yund the lides of the pyramid, fo as to form a 
covering under which is to be a facie board and cor­ 
nice,the whole to beco^ered wilhgood ftieet copper. 


A complete Iron Lantern, in the oi^agon form, 
is to reft thereon, with a complete fett of Lamps, 
to be fufpended by good ^id futlicient iron chains, 
fb hung as that the lamps may be railed or lower­ 
ed at'pleafure : and alfo a fufficieiU number of air 
pipes. 
The eight corner ¡lolla or llanchions of ihe

'I’he fjisces between the polls to be oc­ 
cupied by the falhes. which are to be of iron, 
llruck rulicl, and of fuíhcient llrength as not to 
•, oik wall the wind ; each fafli to be glazed with 
Ilrong glafs^ten by twelve inchrs of the fiiil quali­ 
ty, and one of the fAÍbes to be hung on hinges, for 
a convenient door, to go out on the platform, 
which is to be lurrounded by iron balluftrades, 
each rail or rod tu be three quarters of an inch 
f^uare, inlened in the braces between the eight 
polls. 
The Lantcirn to be painted with three 
coats of gocd jjiaint. 
Eight dormant Ventilators 
to be fixed in the roof, and a clofe ftove to be 
placed in the Lantern.

An Eclijjfer is to be placed lo the Lantern, to

The Entrance to the Light-Houfe to be well 
fecured by a ftrong pannel door, hung on iron 
hinges, lock and latch complete.
